Florida frankly admits, is to establish 
the state as a refuge to which large 


income taxpayers, particularly those 


beyond middle age, may migrate with | 


their stocks and bonds, secure in the 
knowledge that the state will not col- 
lect the larger portion of their in- 
comes while they live, or virtually 
confiscate their estate after they die. 


Briefly, the chief object of the state | 
is to induce wealthy men and women | 


to take up their permanent residence 
in Florida. 

Already the state is the winter 
home of tens of thousands of well-to- 
do people from all parts of the coun- 
try; but Florida wants to become 
their permanent abode. 

Florida is not in need of revenue. 
There is an adequate sum in the 
state treasury and her debt is negli- 
gible. But Florida needs capital to 
develop her latent resources. By 
ratifying the amendment, she hit up- 
on the one plan which, it is felt, will 
encourage the pouring in of outside 
capital for investment and develop- 
ment. This, Florida believes, will in 
turn foster building operations, in- 
crease employment, add to the pop- 
ulation, and bring prosperity to the 
entire state. And Florida may be 
right, for, after all is said and done, 
money is the great force in the de- 
velopment of a comparatively new 
state such as Florida. It is the pow- 
er which builds roads, homes, hotels, 
and apartment houses; it plants the 
crops, reclaims arid land, and drains 
swamps. Florida wants capital, and, 
like a bnker, is willing to pay the 


powers of the states, knowing that 
income and corporation taxes ap- 
parently fall with the greatest weight 
upon a small number, and yield large 
sums without causing an uproar from 1 
the great majority, are quick to re-) 
sort to. such taxes. Yet taxpayers | 
should realize that ultimately thev : 
pay corporation taxes just as surely |

as they pay the tax upon their prap- 
erty. The extravagance of the gov- 
ernment is reflected in the taxes col- 
lected) from the railroads, for ex- 
ample. The transportation systems 
in turn pass these on to the public 
in the form of increased freight and 
passenger rates. It may be, then, | 
that Floerida’s example will produce | 
a wholesome reaction in stztes that 
have gone to the opposite extreme, 
particularly since the war.

boy is the terror of Budapest. i 
has completely stumped the police | 
and the courts, who do not know 
what to do with him.

Peter was arrested again recently 
and brought before the judge of ju- 
venile court. The father got down 
on his knees and begged the judge | 
free him of his child. He said his | 
wife had threatened to jump into the 
Danube if he brought the boy back 
with him. 

The judge tried to talk to the boy 
in every tone of voice, but Peter 
never listened. He merely sat down 
on the floor and howled. Judge, 
prosecutor, father, attendants, all 
were absolutely helpless. For under 
the law no boy under 12 years of 
age can be sent to a reform school. 
And Peter knew that. 

Finally, the judge got mad—and 
threw both Peter and the poor father 
out of the court room.

BRITISH SILVER FOX FARM

OXFORD, Dec. 15.— Women of 
fashton wouki go iwgreen iwith envy 
if they could see forty little “silver’ 
foxes—each one a potential and ex- 
quisite fur—which have just arrived 
in England. 

They have been brought over ‘by 
Captain A. S. Robertson, a Canadian, 
who intends to start a “silver”. fox 
farm at Baldon, near Oxford. 

“Silver fox skins fetch anything up 
to $750 on the market; the demand 
far exceeds the supply, adn Captain 
Robertson believes that the English 
climate is extremely suitable for 
breeding the animals. 

None of the twenty pains of foxes 
he has brought over will be used for 
furs. They are for breeding pur- 
poses cnly, and are worth approx- 
imately $40,000. Captain Robertson 
hopes to have skins for sale ‘by 
next autumn. 

The forty little strangers are hous- 
ed in cages on a farm belonging to 
Mr. R. W. Hawken, Captain Robert- 
son's father-in-law. Each animal ‘has 
jet black fur tinged evenly with 
grey. The value of the fur lies in
